Washington, Jan. IO (ZP) — The 
house shelved the proposed war 
referendum amendment to the 
constitution today , voting against 
floor consideration of the pro­ 
posal. 
/ 
Speaker Bankhead announced 
the vote against the referendum 
was 209 to 188. 
President Roosevelt had reiter­ 
ated 
his 
opposition 
to 
the 
amendment in a letter to Speak­ 
er Bankhead shortly b efore. 
The amendment, b y Rep. Lud­ 
low (D-IND), has b een b efore 
the house judiciary committee 
for 18 months. During the recent 
special session sponsors ob tained 
218 signatures—a majority of the 
house—to wrest it from the com­ 
mittee shortly after the Ameri­ 
can gunb oat Panay was b omb ed 
b y Japanese planes. 
Ludlow asked his associates 
last week, however, to defer 
b ringing the referendum contro­ 
versy to a head a t this time. 
These other sponsors declined, 
contending that the people as a 
whole, as well as many peace or­ 
ganizations, wanted action 
to 
keep the United Sttes out of war. 
President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Hull and Administration leaders 
in the house have opposed the 
referendum, asserting it would 
tie the government’s hands in 
current as well as future inter­ 
national prob lems. 
Four peace groups wrote con­ 
gressmen y esterday the referen­ 
dum would serve notice on other 
nations that if the United States 
were aroused to war, the people 
would enter the conflict of their 
own free will “and with a deter­ 
m ination that would make them 
a doub ly dangerous foe.” 
Although not mentioning the 
Ludlow proposal, the committee 
for concerted peace efforts made 
pub lic a statem ent declaring: 
“The menace to our peace and 
prosperity cannot b e avoided by 
a policy of isolation and neutral­ 
ity .”
